After . this 
ordeal was over thera were sev- 
ern] rounds of games until tea 
time that called for keen’ ‘eyes, 
guick decisions and agility of 
movement, Mrs. Ma’s young 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Herbert Ma, 
who recently ‘returned from Syd- 
ney, Australia, brought with her 
a huge English Plum Cake whieh 
graced the . tea table and was 
much relished. , 


Progresd “achiev ed, 


tea the group settled 
down to the . serious business of 
measuring: progress in the cam- 
paign to date, and facing the work 
which remains to be done in order 
to reach the goal of $80,000 with 
which to purchase .a building for 
‘immediate use. This fund will! , 
‘also. serve ag a foundation with 
which to erect a building in the 
future, which can be' especially 
planned to meet the needs of a 
young women's organisation. 

For some time the Directors, of

Hostel Too Small. 


For tefi years the work :of the 
Association hag been carried on 
from four rooms in rented quar- 
ters ‘which the activities and 
needs have now hopelessly out+ 
grown.’ Especially js this true of 
the Hostel. There are now many 
Chinese young women passing 
through Hong. Kong as travellers, 
o: coming.as students to enter the 
schools of Hong Kong, who need 
living accommodation’ for longer 
or shorter periods, where they can 
find a homelike atmosphere and a 
sense of, sectirity. * Many of these 
young womén have had to be 
turned away, after taxing the 
small cubicle hostel space beyond 
its capacity. Educational work 
and=: :recreation and sports--are 
also greatly restricted by: Inck of 
proper space.’ ° 

The reports ‘it the Garden Party 

showed that $55.00 of the amount 
needed had been secured to date, 
practically all of it from the 
Chinese. community, much of it in 
comparatively small subscriptions 
representing continuous . hard 
work on the part’ of the seventy 
women who are collecting funds. 
' Miss MacKinlay, ‘the National 
Y.W.C.A.: secretary for, finance, 
was a guest at the Garden Party 
and made a, briéf address to the 
afworkers, praisiig’ them for. the 
good work they”. had accomplished 
In collecting thé! Yioney’.in hand, 
and also in educating” the ‘people 
of their commuriity to understand 
and care for the welfare’ of the 
young women and ‘girls in it. 
Each subscription, she said, re- 
presented a perdonal contact and 
an> opportunity to .make known 
the worth of the’ Young Women’s

Education|sts, impelled by the 
rise of the“talkies,” are again con- 
cerning themselves with the pro- 
blem of the effect of the cinema 
habit on school children’ “Great 
anxiety”’ — felt on- the subject by
